The fifth regular annual meeting of this 
Society was held at Columbia University, 
New York City, December 31,. 1901, and 
January 1, 1902, under the presidency of 
Dr. Erwin P. Smith.

The following officers were elected 
for the ensuing year : President, Professor 
Volney M. Spalding, University of Michi- 
gan; Vice-President, Professor Byron D. 
Halsted, Rutgers College; Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Professor W. F. Ganong, Smith Col- 
lege. The Society will meet next year with 
the other societies at Washington.
